THE EUROPEAN WAR. 

Sketched by a Son of Weymouth from 
Personal Study. 

Eastbourne, Eng., August 12, 1714 

War— a European war, that dreaded 
spectre, so long delayed and yet so long 
foreseen, Is upon us. 

The Kaiser, with Napoleonic ambitions 
to put Europe under his heel and estal>- 
llsh himself supreme from the North Sen 
to the ,’Egean, has thrown down the 
gauntlet, but unfortunately for him, yet 
not for the world, God has caused others 
than anticipated, to accept the challenge 
of the mailed list. 

Belgium, the frleud of France, to be 
asked by Germany to permit her fair land 
to be made a highway for the transpor- 
tation of troops, wltjt, which to crush 
her friend, and threatened that unless she 
kccedes to the request, they will come 
Mb an enemy— for sheer arrogance and in- 
famy is unparalled in history. No wonder 
that Italy, Germany’s ally iu the Triple 
Alliance, stauds aloof; it may be for self- 
interest; but she has not forgotteu the 
dark days when the French fought side 
by side with her liberator and emancipator 
Garibaldi. However we will credit her 
for her grounds of neutrality for a still 
nobler reason, in that she refuses to be 
made a participator In the Kaiser's wan- 
ton war of aggression and orgy of blood. 

Even by might of the sword were Ger- 
many to win in this colossal conflict, her 
credit and moral stauding iu t.he sight of 
the world Is doomed, for by her wanton 
and brutal lust, violation of neutral states, 
and disregarding of treaties, she has 
placed herself beneath the pale of civilized 
nations. 

It is well known here that this war was 
premeditated months ago. England has 
been reeking with spies us never before. 
Holland was almost denuded of horses by 
German agents and it has also come to 
light that the mobilization papers issued 
to Austrian reservists in Cape Colony the 
day war was declared against Servia were 
printed in Vienna one month previously. 
8imply awaiting an excuse, which came 
with the assassinatiou of the Archduke 
Ferdinand of Austria and bis wife, and 
Austria, the cate-paw of Germany; who 
considered the time propituous, the Kell 
canal being completed and summer at 
hand, (a great factor to be considered, as 
a campaign on land or sea iu winter, es- 
pecially In Russia, being a terrible handi- 
cap to a country which calculates to ac- 
complish her euds by overwhelming her 
enemieH so swiftly that they will have 
scarcely completed mobilization) kindled 
the spark that has set Europe aflame. Even 
now, however, that brave little kingdom 
Belgium Is holding their hordes iu check. 

As I gaze this beautiful day from the 
bold promontory of Beachy Head, apart 
from an occasional cruiser and destroyer 
in the oiling, which exchange signals with 
the coast guard station to my left and the 
sound of the bugle in the distance, oue 
can hardly realize that the “ Angel of 
Death and Destruction’’ is abroad. The 
ships of commerce puhs to and fro up and 
down the channel, not as many, alas, as 
of yore; mostly British and Norwelgan 
with an occasional Hollander. Sir Ed- 
ward Shackleton’s ship “Endurance," 
buuud for the Antarctic, rides peacefully 
at unchor iu the lee of Eastbourne, where 
can be seen the people swimming and 
rowing as though all were peace, and yet 
there is a silence, a profound silence, as 
pending a coming storm ; but uot of fear, 
for these Euglish are cool, quiet, coutl- 
deut, and feel that although there is a 
death struggle ahead aud there may be 
many reverses— the tlual outcome cun be 
but “victory" for the forces of “right" 
agaiubt the “macbiualione of hell.” There 
have been times iu England’s history 
when she was In the wrong— the Ameri- 
can War of the Revolution, to wit — but 
every Englishman today from John 
1 0'Groats to Laud’s End will say, that 
| time she acted unjustly aud it was more 
the work of autocracy, such as Is being 
exempliried at the present time on the 
continent of Europe, than the voice of 
her people and ministers 

Oue has often been prone to cuudemu 
the slow, methodical aud conservative 
w ays of the English, but today it is s 
marvel to all, the rapidity with which her 
flnaucial, naval aud military affairs are 
handled There is but little flag waving; 
an occasional “God Save the Klug," “Rule 
Brittauia" and the “Marsellalse No mad 
demonstrations against Germans such as 
is being w itnessed against the English, 
French aud Russians iu Germany ; simply 
| a quiet determination that “England ex- 
pects every man to do his duty," If uot at 
the front, to act as men at home. It is 
true iu the flrst furor of the war amongst 
a few affrighted ones, there was a rush 
1 for gold aud a laying Iu of extra supplies 
but uow they are taking back their gold 
williugly, receiving notes iu exchange aud 
buying normally Food iu certain In- 
stances has risen oue-fourlh in price ; on

Rain Spoilt Meeting Scheduled for 

Fair Grounds Last Saturday, Small 

# 

Gathering Hears Fine Speaking. 

On account of the severe storm las 
Saturday afternoon the Held day of the 
Republican Town committee failed to 
draw but a small crowd, only about forty 
braving the elements to listen to the speak- 
ing held iu the exhibition ball at the Fair 
grounds In South Weymouth Those who 
ventured out however heard some tine 
speaking by able speakers. 

At 2 o’clock Robert S. Hoffman, chair- 
man of the Republican Town committee 
called the meeting to order and stated the 
object of the meeting He said it was 
hoped that more enthusiasm could be 
aroused in the Republican party this fall 
than ever before aud in arranging the Held 
day it was hoped to get out at least 150 
republican adherents. He then intro- 
ddilced Frnnk Fessenden Crane of Quincy 
who spoke on “Deeds of the Republican 
Party.” He spoke of conditions brought 
about by the party and was In favor of 
more iuterest in ship building in 
this section and of developing a 
large trade with South America He 
spoke of the attitude of the average man 
concerning the railroads and said li was 
time to stop the onslaughts on railroads, 
as they had gone far enough. He further 
said he was decidedly in favor of Ameri- 
can vessels, American crews and Ameri- 
can cargoes lu our merchant marine. 

After the applause for Mr. Crane had 
subsided, for what the gathering lacked 
in number it made up in enthusiasm, Mr. 
Hoffman Introduced Robert L. Raymond 
of Milton, like Mr. Crane a candidate for 
Congress of the 14th district. Mr. Ray- 
mond gave a very clear and interesting 
talk touching on the European war and 
its effects on this country, the lack of a 
good merchant marine and said he be- 
lieved that the Republican parly would 
come back to power this fall The ap- 
plause for Mr. Raymond was decidedly 
whole hearted and then Mayor Harry C. 
Howard of Brockton was given the floor. 
A flue speaker iu every way, Mr. Howard 
held the atrlcteat attention of his audi- 
ence, while he clearly- ipoke on the reaulta 
of the democratic principles in regard to 
the shoe operators in his home city of 
Brockton. He also said he believed busi- 
ness was much better aud tinner with the 
Republican party at the bead. He favored 
au income tax and when he stated that lie 
believed the Hon. Samuel A. McCall would 
be elected this fall, the hail was tilled with 
applause. 

The next speaker of the afternoon was 
Hon. Guy A. Ham of Boston, candidate 
for Councilor from this section. Mr. 
Ham is a speaker of much force aud 
ability and bis address on the party’s work 
aud future was indeed of Interest to the 
audience present. He spoke on working 
conditions while the Republican parly was 
in power and stated that the division of the 
party was responsible for loss of the lead 
of the Republicans. Mr Ham was loudly 
applauded aud then Mr. Hoffman said a 
few words iu behalf of Kenneth Leland 
Nash aud asked for Arm support iu behalf 
of our representative. The meeting 
closed with three rousing cheers led tty 
Mr. Craue, for Samuel A. McCall, candi- 
date for Governor this fall.

What a 
Girl Did

When t went to work for Farmer 
Grimshnw at the beginning of the har- 
vesting there were three other hand* 
employed by him.

Evidently a substitu- 
tion had been made during the night 
I was seized with a terrible dread, for 
It seemed to me that this substitution 
and the arrest had some connection. 

Grlmshnw*s daughter, Eliza, who 
had from my going to work for her 
father shown an especial preference 
for me. was In the breakfast room, 
where we were held by the police, and 
I called her to me and asked her what 
It all meant She told me that she 
didn’t know unless we were held on 
suspicion of the murder of Fanner 
Benton, who was found dead In hts 
bed shortly before our arrest and $300 
that he had drawn from the hank.

ANOTHER CHILD KILLED. 

These words coiue to us so often that 
we wonder th$ people do not rlseenmasse 
and demand enforcement of the laws 
In regard to auto speed. 

The killing of children by high-powered 
automobiles has become pathetically fre- 
quent Day after day the record runs. 
The child usually steps out in the street, 
in some iunocent way, and is technically 
to blame; the car running at considerable 
speed, could not be stopped. Occasion- 
ally the man at the wheel dashes till to 
avoid arrest ami trouble as fast as he can 
go Wlien apprehended he should re- 
ceive a Jail sentence. 

Our automobile problem has not yet 
reached solution Many persons get a li- 
cense to operate who do not possess the 
necessary qualifications, or else who do 
not keep themselves at all times in proper 
condition to exercise their faculties. The 
highway commission is careful enough, 
but it must rely on human testimony ; aud 
the politicians and shyster lawyers are 
exceedingly busy in utilizing the law’s de- 
lays and other well known devices for 
saving the culprits in automobile accidents 
from richly deserved punishment.

MAIN EXTENSIONS

Clear up the greenhouse and get fresh 
soil in, ready for a new crop of plants 
next winter. 

These are the days that arc demonatra 
ting the value of early spraying of fruit 
plants 

This is the time of year when the well 
cared for garden Is reducing the table ex- 
pense greatly, besides giving a line variety 
of food 

Stop cultivation in the orchard and seed 
to a cover crop. Late cultivation encour- 
ages late growth, which is objectionable. 

. Early celery is about ready to blanch 
for market. Paper or boards are usually 
best to use, as they arc not so likely to 
cause decay In warm weather as is dirt. 

If no other uses can be made of the 
waste places, let sweet clover take the 
place of rag Weed, that your bees may 
have delightful feeding ground. None of 
the “honey plants" excel clover in virtues. 

Uuless you wish cloddy ground in the 
fall seeding, you had better harrow or 
disk just after breaking. Break iu the 
forenoon aud harrow In tlie afternoon, 
unless it rains. 

I u selecting seeds from the garden, do ( 
uot necessarily save from the biggest 1 
fruit, but from the vine or plant that 
produces the best average. One fruit 
may be so situated as to receive most of 
the nourishment. 

Barnyard manure is the most important 
manorial resource of the farm and should 
be carefully saved aud used. It not only 
enriches the soil with nitrogen, phosphoric 
acltl and potash, but it also rentiers the 
stored up materials of tiie soil mote avail- 
able, Improves tlie mechanical condition 
of the soil, makes it warmer ami enables 
it to retain more moisture 

Theoretically, life iu the country is | 
more natural, ami healthful than city life. 
Air is better; fooil is fresher; there Is 
less uoise, smaller tax on tlie nervous 
system, and other conditions which war- 
rant the statement that country life is 
healthier Man is in fact, au outdoor ani- 
mal, and city life in a broad sense is arti- 
ficial life. 4 

Keeping a Hock of laying hens is uot un- 
like keepiug a herd of dairy cows. Both 
kinds of animals are kept as producing 
stuck. The composition of milk and eggs 
is much alike. If the dairy cow must he 
comfortably sheltered ami fed a well-bal- 
anced ration to produce a large quantity 
of milk, so must the laying heu be com- 
fortably sheltered anil fed a balanced ra- 
tiou in order to be able to lay eggs regu- 
larly.; 

Where a sow proves to bo a good 
mother, gentle aud easily mauaged. It 
will be best to keep her rearing pigs as 
long as she will, as this is preferable to 
frequent changes. She will bring two 
litters in a year, and when not nursing 
the pigs can be cheaply kept. Wtiere 
pigs are raised iu cold weather it will lie 
necessary to provide warm, dry, comfort- 
able quarters, and where these are fur- 
nished there should lie no trouble with 
them , 

When cows are taken from the pasture, i 
which should be before they run down for 
want of food, they should tie put at once I 
ou full Winter allowance for morulug 
ami eveniug ami ruu in the Helds through i 
the day as long as possible.

If tlie pasture is seeded iu late fall aud 
a good stand is not secured, auother seed- 
ing may be made in February or March 
w hen the soil is frozen to a “honeycomb’’ 
condition Wheu the soil is frozeu iu 
this condition, the sow n seeds fall into 
the numerous, small cracks aud are im- 
mediately covered for germination wheu 
the soil becomes mild. Some have good 
J success w ith winter sowiug of grass aud 
clover seed by sow iug upon a light, level 
snow, allowing tlie seed to settle down 
aud tint! good lodgement iu the soil w heu 
' the suow melts The ouly objection to 
this method is that sometimes the suow is 
melted hy a raiu, iu which case some of 
the seeds are liatile to drift aud be washed 
away, resulting iu a spotted stsud.

Let the horse have one day’s reat every 
week. See that he Is comfortable Ip hia 
stable, that It 1 b neither dark nor damp, 
and that he haa a good bed to He on. 

Just bacause the encumber vinea have 
quit work and there are no more summer 
squashes, is no sufficient reason for let. 
ting the garden grow up to weeds. 

Horses, like human beings, are often 
thirsty when hard at work, so offer them 
water frequently. A little oatmeal in the 
water is very refreshing and sustaining. 

Fear of using the knife too much on 
young trees Is often the cause of great 
damage when the trees are older. Good 
judgement In pruning when young will so 
shape the tree that the necessity of re- 
moving larger limbs at a later time will be 
obviated. 

If alfalfa will increase the quantity of 
their milk and butter fat, giving a product 
at a lower cost than the concentrated 
foods, It should be more used. But as 
vet It Is not generally used, ' because It is 
not understood and appreciated. ‘ J 

To many tastes the thing to breed out 
in the large yellow peach is tbe abomin- 
able hitter, bark-like taste located around 
the pits. To many this makes the El- 
berta more repugnant than the Ben Davis 
apple with its spongy insipidity. 

The big, heavy draft horse on the farm 
Is the most economical work animal that 
can he used. He will cost more to buy or 
grow, yet be will do enough more work 
to more than make up tbe difference be- 
tween him and a common light horse. He 
Is the kind of an animal that the modern 
business farmer can afford to follow 

The farmer who comprehends and ap- 
plies the principles of good farm organ- 
ization, selection of good seed, tillage 
and feed, who is quick to understand the 
readjustment and improvement of exist- 
ing systems In case of need, is the farmer 
who gets the maximum result with the 
miniaium expenditure of money and effort. 

The palatability of silage is a large 
factor iu its favor, along with the fact 
that it keeps the digestive system in good 
order iu the winter. It does not reuder 
the actual yield of 'he held double, but In 
assimilation of the feed units it adds a 
large per ceut to the efficiency of the feed 
material. This, combined with the con- 
veniences, briugs the per ceut of the ad- 
vantages of a silo well up 

Chickens grown on ground which has 
become tainted generally have an unthrifty 
sickly appearance, and in this condition 
are much more subject to disease. Chicks 
raised on the same ground for a number 
of years without precautions being taken 
to freslieu it are usually mure or less sub- 
ject to gapes aud roup, and, in fact, to 
any disease to which fow ls are subject. 


The safest w ay fur thuse who arc about 
in make their ilrst attempt at poultry 
raisiug is tu stall iu a smull way with a 
few fowls and learn the business thor- 
oughly before making large investments. 
Mistakes will be made aud many difficult 
problems will be presented for solullou, 
before success In any large measure will 
be attained As soon as it is fouud to lie 
a paying investment more capital may be 
pul into the plant.

SAVE POULTRY BY-PRODUCTS 

High Nitrogen Content of Dropping* 
Make Them One of Moot Vile 
•Me of Farm Manure* 


(By a PEARL.) 

One of the most valuable byprod- 
ucts of any live stock Industry Is the 
manure. Its proper care and use la 
one of the distinguishing features of a 
successful stock farm. The high ni- 
trogen content of poultry droppings 
make them In certain respects the 
most valuable of farm manures. 

Poultry manure contains more ni- 
trogen than any other farm manure, 
because In birds the excretion of the 
kidneys is voided in solid form (uric 
acid) with the undigested portions 
of the food. This form of nitrogen 
Is easily available to plants. Unfor- 
tunately, however, it Is not stable. 
Putrtfacttv® processes easily change 
it to ammonia compounds, and unless 
special care Ib taken of the droppings 
one-third to one-half of the nitrogen 
passes off as ammonia gas. 

The mechanical condition of poultry 
manure Is poor. It Is apt to bo sticky 
when fresh and lumpy when dry. 
Used alone It a one-sided nitrogen-

ous fertilizer. As usually managed, 
one-half or more of Its nitrogen la 
lost, so that as ordinarily used It does 
not carry so great an excess of nitro- 
gen. Because of Its excess of nitro- 
gen It will be much more economically 
used In connection with manures car- 
rying phosphorlo acid and potash. As 
both acid phosphate and kalntt pro 
vent the loss of nltrofeen. It Is possible 
to use them In connection with saw- 
dust, good dry loam or peat so as to 
make a well-balanced fertiliser. 

The droppings should be well shel- 
tered until time to apply them to the 
land, that Is, shortly before plowing. 
Any form of shelter may be used. 
For a temporary plant, or for a small 
farm, a small wooden building or a 
bln In a larger building will suffloe; 
bnt for a large, permanent poultry 
plant a cement manure shed or tank 
is advisable. Tbe Maine station poul- 
try manure shed is so excellent a 
building that It will be described here. 
The shed Is large enough to accom- 
modate the droppings from 1,000 birds 
for a period of one year, and the 
droppings collected from the range 
where 3,000 chicks are annually 
reared. 

The Inside measurements of this 
shed are 12 by 7 feet. It la 6 feet 
high at the eaves and 8 feet 2 Inches 
to tho peak of the roof. The drop- 
pings are thrown In through trap 
doors lu tbe roof, and taken out from 
one end, which is removable. The 
other three walls, the floor and the 
foundation are cement The gables 
are board, and the gable at tbe plank 
(removable) end of the shed Is also 
, removable to give more room when 
shoveling the manure Into carts. It 
Is held tn place by hooka. 

The plates and rafters are of f by 
4 Inch timbers. Inch boards are used 
for roof boards, gables, etc. The roof 
I Is covered with roofing paper. The

two trap doors are also covered with 
this roofing These doors are 2 feet 
4 Inches by 2 feet 10 inches, and fit 
over a frame In the roof, to which 
they are hinged at the top. A wide 
raided walk, gradually Inclined so the 
end of it is only 1 foot 8 Inches from 
live eaves, la very convenient from 
which to reach the doors with Che 
baskets of droppings.

GAS SERVICE TALKS, NO. 2

A gas service is the underground pipe extending from 
the main to the house collar. Our distribution system being 
high pressure, a three-quarter inch coated pipe is sufficient.

VENOMOUS WEAPONS. 


Btomsfuns ot th« Manperormix 
Their Poisoned Arrow*. 

The mysterious poison with which 
•Pine or the Smith American Ui bee 
smear the points of their arrows la a 
thick sirup made hy lulling together 
parts of the Strychnos toxlfent vine 
and other plants and a number of the 
deadly venomous black unto of the 
Amazon region. 

Instead of a bow the Mangeronme 
use a blowgun, a very Ingenious weap- 
on. it to made from a tall, hollow 
reed that grows near the river banka, 
nnd at one end It hns a mouthpiece 
made from the hollowed half of 
tho fruit of the Annum palm. When 
the hunter sees a monkey or bird In 
the top of a tree, often 100 feet a boro 
him, he puts a |Kilsoned arrow In the 
tube and raises the mouthpiece to hto 
lips. With hto left hnnd he finds the 
necessary elevation, tills hls lungs 
with air nnd blows Into the tube with 
no nppnrent exertion. The arrow files 
out swiftly nnd silently. Almost as 
soon ns the nnlmnl to struck It drops 
to the ground paralyzed.

A Plea Poe Annual Medical Examina- 
tion* For Every On®. 

We have heard too much ubout the 
tights of the individual; let us know 
more about hto duties. Too much stress 
hns been Inkl ou the sacredneis of pri- 
vate property and too little on tbe duty 
of all to contribute to the welfare of 
the whole. l»reveutlve medicine has 
demonstrated In u pruetkul way the 
force of tbe Biblical statements that no 
man llveth to himself alone nnd tturt 
every man to hto brother's keeper. 

If preventive medicine to to liestow 
on man Its richest service the time 
must come when every cltlzeu will sub- 
mit himself to a thorough medical ex- 
amination once a year or of toner. The 
benefits which would result from such 
a service ure so evident to medical men 
that detail to not desirable. When rec- 
ognized In their early stages most of 
the diseases which now prevail ore 
amenable to treatment 

Tbe early recognition of tuberculo- 
sis, cancer and heart disease, with the 
elimination of the more acute Infec- 
tions diseases, would add something 
like fifteen years to the average life, 
besides saving much tu Invalidism and 
suffering. Tbe ultimate goal of sci- 
ence to the domination of the forces of 
nature and their utilization In promot- 
ing the welfare of mankind. Science 
must discover tbe facts and medicine 
must (nuke ttie application for either 
cure or prevention.— Victor CL Vaughan,

When I wns u young detective 
I was sent from New York after a 
man who had given the slip to every 
officer of the law who had been sent 
to tnke him.

The watchers collected under 
the |Mircti to lake him when lie came 
down, and while they were lining this 
tlio maid walked out the front door. 
Tho nmld was the man they were aft- 
er. and the man they took was hi* 
wife. 

There were oilier escniies equally 
Ingenious, and I resolved to profit hy 
them. I was told where I would llud 
Ethan Hard wick, which was one of 
tho names he used, and took a twin 
for the plnce wfiero he was or. at 
least was reported to be. It was o 
three hours’ ride. It occurred to me 
that If 1 nrrested him I would have 
to bring him hack over the same route, 
and I would have to watch him con- 
tinually lest he gtve me the saute kind 
of a slip he had given others.

Dairy cows, like chickens and other 
good animals, owe their high producing 
power to selection and breeding as well 
as to good feeding aud good care. The 
calf from the good cow will make a poor 
auiinal. Only the calves from real good 
producing dairy cows should be kept for 
breedlug purposes aud milk production. 
If the best are always kept aud bred, and 
calves from poor cows used for some 
other purpose, a better milk-producing 
herd will result.

Meters

Out of hundreds of meters tested on complaint by the 
New York State Commission, their reports show very few 
“fast” meters ; and all of the meters tested were meters 
thought by the consumei to be incorrect so that the proportion 
of fast meters in use was almost iusiguitieeut.

ONE ORGANIZATION 

Maaeachueetta No- License League end 
Maaaaehuaetta Anti-Saloon 
League Unite. 

All temperance workers and friends 
of organized activity against the sa- 
loon will tie delighted to learn that 
two of the strongest saloon fighting 
agencies In Massachusetts have come 
together in oue organization, which 
will be known hereafter us the Mas- 
sachusetts Anti-Saloon League. 

Up to thiB time the Massachusetts 
Anti-Saloon League and the Massa- 
chusetts No-Llconso League have 
worked separately under a clearly de- 
fined organization, by which the for 
mer organization should attend to leg- 
islation and law enforcement, and the 
latter organization confine Itself 
strictly to assisting local communities 
in their uo-license campaigns. 

While, for some years, there has 
been the utmost harmony between the 
two groups of workers, and overlap- 
ping was largely eliminated, the feel- 
ing has grown both Inside and outside 
the organizations that one militant 
agency, equipped to fight the saloon 
interests at every turn, was the com- 
mon sense plun of action. 

Especially during the past year, 
since national constitutional prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic has loomed 
up as the big Issue now before the 
country, it has become more and more 
apparent that even a nominal division 
of our fighting forces would be a mis- 
take. 

The Anti-Saloon League, as its name 
implies, is in reality a league of 
Individuals, churches, temperance and 
good government associations, through 
which, as a central agency and clear- 
ing house, all temperance people and 
organizations can work to do specific 
things. Moreover, the Massachusetts 
League is a department of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America, through 
which it works, together with all the 
affiliated state leagues, to secure na- 
tional legislation. 

For these reasons it has seemed 
wise to retain the name of the Massa- 
chusetts Anti-Saloon League, while 
the work of the No-License League 
will be continued by the no-llcense 
department of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Saloon League.

THE NEXTSTEP 

Logically, It ia 8ubmlaslcm of Pro- 
hibition Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of th« United States. 

The logical next step In the progress 
of the temperance movement Is the 
submission by ctmgrosss to the several 
states of an amendment to the federal 
constitution, which, when ratified by 
three-fourths of the states, will pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of In- 
toxicating liquors throughout the na- 
tion- The constitution provides that 
any amendment to that Instrument 
submitted by congress shall become 
effective when three-fourths of the 
states either by their legislatures or 
by a spectnl vote of the i^eople shall 
ratify the action of congress. To se- 
cure federal prohibition by this route, 
therefore, would require ratification 
by thirty-six states The nine states 
which have already adopted prohibi- 
tion would promptly join In the ratifi- 
cation of such a constitutional amend- 
ment. The action of twenty-seven 
other states would tie necessary be- 
foie the amendment could go Into 
effect- These states would need to be 
lined tip one at a time — the temper- 
ance forces of the nation concentrat- 
ing on one state after another until 
the necessary number Is secured. 


LIQUOR AND CRIME 

More Crime In Proportion to Popu- 
lation In Massachusetts Than 
in Prohibition States. 

The official re|g»rts for the several 
stute |>enltentlar1eH and Jails inuke an 
Interesting showing as to the number 
of prisoners in state penal Institutions 
as between the states under prohibi- 
tion and those tinder license. The 
stutes of Kansus, Maine and North 
Dakota are the only three stutes which 
have been under prohibition during 
the post ten years. The number of 
stute prisoners per 100,000 population 
in Kansas is 85 4; the number in 
Maine is 98 3; the number In North 
Dakota Is 63. 0, while the number In 
the state of Massachusetts Is 109.3. 

This ratio, moreover, holds good in 
the classification of all the slates The 
average number of state prisoners per 
100,000 population in the three prohi- 
bition states named above Is R 4 4 . In 
the seventeen near prohibition states 
the average number is 115 8. In the 
thirteen partial license states the 
average number is 118, while In the 
nine extreme license states the aver- 
age number is 130. 

DRINKING AND INSANITY 

Massachusetts Insane as Compared 
With Maine and Other Pro- 
hibition States. 

The latest statistics showing the 
number of insane persons in hospitals 
in the several states indicate that the 
liquor population of the stute has 
something to do with the question of 
insanity. For instance, the average 
number of insane per 100 000 popula- 
tion in the nine prohibition stuten is 
118.8, in the seventeen states where a 
mujorlt) of the population live under 
prohibition, the number is 150.1, In 
the thirteen states where between 
one-fourth and one half of the popula- 
tion live under prohibition the num- 
ber is 212.3, while lu the nine extreme 
license states the number Is 276 C. In 
prohibition Maine the number of in- 
Kane per lot), 000 population is 169 5, 
while in license Massachusetts the 
number U 341.6.

Chick* Are Special Prey of Rat*, 

Weasel* and Hawks Unless Proper 
Precautions Are Taken. 

Late-hatcbod chicks often become 
the special prey of rata, weasels and 
hawks unless proper procautions are 
taken to avoid losses from this 
source. These enemies seem worse 
In late summer than early In the sea- 
son. In the case of rata, this ts ac- 
counted for by the fact that ns soon 
as hot weather arrives many of them 
desert their hot quarters around the 
'barn* and sheds and take to the old 
board and rati piles, as well os to the 
patches of thick woods and grass. 
Here they lurk, ready to pounce upon 
unsuspecting chicks. 

As to preventive measures: first, 
all harbors near the chicks runs 
should be banished and the rodents 
destroyed before they have had time 
to do any harm. Until this la done 
the best preventive measure Is the 
free use of wire netting about the 
coops, such os screening ventilation 
holes, providing screen doors. Nor 
must It be forgotten that rodents can 
burrow, he noo when these enemies 
are present floors in the coops are 
neoeeeary tf k>. ses would be avoided. 

It Is when chicks run in an open 
held that hawks and crows do the 
most mischief. When there are trees 
or shrubbery In the yards, with a 
tew convenient shelters of boards or 
boxes under which the chicks can 
speedily Book protection when a bird 
of prey swoops down, the losses will 
not be great. When a hawk or crow 
gets the habit of visiting the poultry 
yard regularly, however, os some of 
these birds often do, the only remedy 
ts to take the neoessovy time to ex- 
terminate tt by the gun route. 

REGARDING DUCKS AND GEESE 

Latter WWI Practically Tails Care of 
Themselves If Given Pres Rang, 
of the Farm.

DR. THER0N A. WALES. 

A Noted Son of Sooth Weymouth 
Panel Away. 

“Dr Thcron A. Wales died this morning 
at 5.15 o’clock at the family home, *03 
William street, Elmira, N. Y , after an 
extended lllneas of chronic Bright’* 
disease Dr. Wales was able to be out In 
his carriage Friday afternoon for the last 
time and transacted some minor business 
matters. He was able to be around his 
home Saturday but suffered a seizure Mon- 
day night and failed gradually He had 
been In a state of uraemic coma from 
Monday night about 10 o'clock and died 
very peacefully at 5 16 o’clock this morn- 
ing 

“Profe slonal advancement comes as a 
resultant force of energy, close appllcp- 
lion, thorough study and deep apprecia- 
tion of the subject. All these requisite 
qualities were found In Dr. Theron Agus- 
tus Wales, who was on.t of the eminent 
physicians of Elmira. 

“Dr. Wales was born in South Wey- 
mouth, July 15, 1842, atul was a son of 
Theron and Charlotte Burrell (Derby) 
Wales, who were also natives of the Bay 
Stale. Ills paternal ancestry can be 
traced back to Nathaniel Wales, who set- 
tled in Dorchester, lu lf>35, and on the 
maternal side the line of ancestry comes 
down from Edward Derby, who was 
known to reside in Braintree, In 1651, but 
it is uot positively known In what year he 
arrived iu the new world. Among the 
ancestors of Dr. Wales were those who 
fought in the Revolutionary War for the 
independence of the colonies. One of 
•these was William Wales, the great-grand- 
father, who entered the American army 
when lti years old, taking the place of his 
father, William Wales, Sr., who was an 
invalid. Lieutenant Jonathan Derby, the 
maternal great-grandfather, was au officer 
in the Third Suffolk Regiment aud also 
participated iu the battle of Lake George 
in the -French and Indian war. Another 
great-grandfather of the doctor, Caleb 
Lowell, was among the heroes of the Rev* 
olutlou, serving as quartermaster, and 
was stationed at Castle William, Boston 
harbor. The fourth representative of 
this heroic ancestry was David Burrell, 
one of tiie maternal great-grandfathers. 

“Dr. Wales spent his boyhood days in 
South Weymouth, where he acquired his 
preliminary education and was graduated 
from tiie high school at the age of 18 years. 
He afterward pursued a college prepara- 
tory course in the Kimball Union Academy 
at Meriden, N II., and was valedictorian 
of tiie class of 1859. Later he matricu- 
lated iu Dartmouth College, but was 
obliged to abaudou his college course, at 
which time lie began teachiug, a profes- 
sion which he followed for about three 
years. Desiring to prepare for the prac- 
tice of medicine, he then entered the medi- 
al department of the Uuiveisity of Michi- 
gan at Aun Arbor, aud subsequently be- 
came a student in the medical department 
of tiie University of l’ennsyl vania at Phil- 
adelphia, where lie won the degree of M. 
1)., being graduated ou March 13, 1873. 

“Immediately after Dr. Wales came to 
Elmira and was connected with tiie 
Gleason Health Resort for many years, 
during the lifetime of its founder, Dr. 
Gleason. He had been successfully en- 
gaged in general practice lu Elmira since 
1897, and has kept in conslaul touch with 
the progress made by the fraternity 
through his membership in the Chemung 
County Medical society, the New York 
State association. Ills prestige in tiie 
profession is indicated by the fact that lie 
was chose president of the third district 
of the New York State Medical associa- 
tion 

“Dr. Wales’ only surviving relatives are 
a sister and two brothers iu California 
He w as a w ell-rounded character, physical 
mental aud moral development all tending 
to make him a man worthy of leadership 
in the higher walks of life." From Elmira 
Star Gazette of Sept. 9.

Mr. and Mrs. Charles White in Car- 
lisle, Russia, when War Breaks 
Out, Arrive Home Safely. 

Among the Weymouth people who were 
in Europe when hostilities broke out were 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles White of East 
We> mouth. Mr and Mrs. White arrived 
in the United States on September II by 
the White Star line steamship Celtic. 
They are uow at the home of Mrs. 
White's mothau^r^. tyUigaret Harnett 
of Shawmut street, East Weymouth 

Mr. White hoi Is a position as general 
manager of a large shoe concern iu Dorn- 
doff, Germany. When the war broke out 
lie and tils wife were in Russia at Carlisle 
looking over the territory, preparatory to 
starting a new factory. While inspecting 
a building, they heard shooting lu the 
streets, and were treated to the novelty 
and danger of having bullets craslt 
through the windows on all sides. 

They were forced to remain lu the base- 
ment of tiie building nearly two days 
without food, and were finally released 
by a party of German soldiers. From 
Carlisle they were taken back to Berlin. 

During tiie seige of Carlisle tiie National 
bank was dynamited and over 30,000 
rubles stolen. 

Mr. and Mrs White witnessed tiie cap- 
ture of a Russian spy, who was carrying 
a large cabbage in which was concealed a 
death-dealing bomb. The spy was cap- 
tured in a side street and executed ut 
once. 

They were given one hour, and three- 
quarters to leave their foreign home, and 
they speedily went to Liverpool by the 
way of Berlin, Rotterdam and London 

They were fortunate lu being able to 
sail first class aud both were decidedly 
glad when the good old U. S. A. was 
sighted. Mr and Mrs. While say they 
will return to Berlin after the w ar is over 
As a result of the experiences cncouutcd 
iu Carlisle, Mrs White wus ill for over u 
week, previous to sailing for the United 
States.

Weymouth Is showing more potatoes 
from her <»w n soli this year than ever be- 
fore The yield Is good and the potatoes 
compare favorably with those produced In 
the best known potato districts. Why 
not raise more, they will always net well 
at a good price right at home 

Almost any one can make a beehive, hut 
the beat ones are factory made, and may 
he had from any reliable supply house. 

If any plants that have been set out In 
thcjbordcr are to be repotted, do it early. 
It may be necessary to cut back both top 
and roots 

When the cow Is comfortable and con- 
tented, she responds with a flow of milk 
far In excess of that which she gives when 
she has been uncomfortable and Irritated. 

Grapevines that do not bear should be 
cut back to the ground this fall after frost 
so that a cane can take Its place next 
spring. It should be cut back tothe roots, 
so as to begin with an entire new vine. 

All hardy, strong-growing grasses, like 
orchard grass and timothy, may he sown 
In early spring or autumn. It la Import- 
ant that It be sown on a line mellow seed 
bed, In the fall, and the seed must be cov- 
ered with a light harrow or pressed Into 
the soil by a roller. If sown thus In the 
fall early there will be a good crop of hay 
the next year 

If the average theorl/.er on his pet 
variety of chickcus knew how futile his 
efforts are at convincing the world, he 
might, save printers’ ink, anyway, or his 
“Why 1 Likes” or “Why I Breeds.” His 
usual argument is That 1 do it because I 
do It. , 

There Is scarcely any limit to the possi- 
ble productive capacity of the soil when 
It Is fertilized heavily and cultivated per- 
fectly. It does not Injure the soil to grow 
two or three crops each year on it if it is 
full of decomposing organic matter and 
mineral plant foods. If it will grow 
weeds, then why not more useful crops? 

A close fence around a berry patch 
should be avoided where iuuch.snow pre- 
vails. A heavy bank of snow smothers 
strawberries and breaks down the canes 
of ruspberries and blackberries. The lat- 
te." will usually hold enough snow over 
the surface to keep the ground from freez- 
ing very deeply, and with this protection 
they may prove hardy, while an equal cold 
without the snow would show the canes 
dead in the spring. 

There needs to be a better balancing up 
of the yearly milk supply, so that less 
milk should he produced iu summer and 
more In winter. This would equalize the 
prices for the whole year, greatly Increase 
th.v consumption In the w inter, and iu the 
end bring great proflt to the dairymen. 
It Is well to remember that it costs only 
about ten per cent more to keep a cow in 
good milking condition than it does to 
keep her dry, as she ought to be kept, 
while the returns from winter milk are 
fully thirty per cent more than from sum- 
mer milk 

A well-kept manure heap may be safely 
taken as one of the surest indications of 
thrift and success In farming. Neglect 
of this resource causes losses, which, 
though little appreciated, are vast in ex. 
tent. Waste of tuauuie is both so com- 
mon as to breed indifference aud so silent 
as to escape notice. 

Those who have hilly or very sloping 
laud must lake more care of their flelds 
than those who have more level laud. 
The hills and steep slopes will become 
thin and unproductive If the soil is not 
constantly held In place. A good w ay to 
treat hilly aud other steep laud is to sow 
it to grass aud keep It iu meadow or pas- 
ture almost all of the time Grass roots 
bind the soil together better than those 
of any other kinds of plants, hence the 
meadow Held is damaged by water action 
] less than when the held Is iu cultivation 

; Some wise one in days gone by made 
the statement that he who could make 
two blades of grass grow where only one 
grew before w as a blessing to his race, 
and so he is. Too many, coming into the 
possession of laud, so murder the soil that 
soon only one stalk of grass will grow 
w here two grew before They reverse the 
process of evolution, going backward, ami 
hence they must be a curse to the soil and 
to the race of human beings The future 
geueral prosperity of the country depends 
to a very large degree upon the way the 
laud is handled aud the quantity aud 
qualitt of crops harvested from it

R»*e of the Plebeian*. 

Plebeians were the commons of 
Rome, who were orlglnnlly forbidden 
all political rights They were for the 
most part poor and were not allowed 
to Intermarry with the patriclaiiH. 
They served In tlw> army wlUiout pay 
and were sold Into slavery for detit 
and could even lx* cut into pieces for 
distribution among their creditors. 
Finding their condition intolerable, 
the pletietnns In 4t>7 H. C. seceded to 
Mods Sneer, near Rome, where they 
resolved to build a new city. But tills 
step so alurmed the privileged classes 
that they granted to the commons the 
rlgRt of annually choosing from their 
own numbers two magistrates, called 
tribunes, with power to protect them 
against the aggressions of the patri- 
cians. After the lapse of about 200 
years the dtsabllltlea of the plebeians 
were almost entirely removed, and be- 
tween the yenrs 830-300 B. C. they se- 
cured the dictatorship, the censorship 
and the praetorshlp ns well aa the 
right to be pontiff and augur. Thus 
the Roman republic, after two cen- 
turies of existence, flnnlly secured a 
democratic form of government 

Core of the Earth. 

“The Inner earth is the Inalienable 
playground of the imagination,” says 
G. K. Gilbert <>t the United States geo 
logical survey. "Once It contained 
the forges of blacksmith gods, or It 
was the birthplace of our race, or the 
home or prison of disembodied spirits. 
Later Symmes hollowed from It a vast 
habitable empire, concave like the 
world of Koresh. Science now claims 
exclusive title, but holds it chiefly fnt 
speculative purposes, and the freedom 
of siteculutlon practically recognizes 
but two limitations: The Inner earth is 
dense, and It Is rigid.

WHAT CAUSES HIGH GAS BILLS? 

Set it down as an invariable truth, that big gas bills can always be satis- 
factorily explained if all the facts in the case can be obtained. When yon find 
a sudden or unusual increase in your gas bill, first ask yourself whether or not 
it is because of one or more of the following reasons. 

FIRST — The bill may cover more day’s than last years bill. 

SECOND — Tbc weather may have been cooler or damper, or there may 
have been a sudden drop in temperature, resulting in the use of more gas FOR 
HEATING PURPOSES in gas grates, gas ovens, gas heaters, etc. 

THIRD — Shorter or duiker days may have increased the necessity for arti- 
fiicial illumination. 

FOURTH — There may have been illness in the family, which always results 
in increased gas consumption. 

FIFTH — There may have been parties, weddings, dinners, etc. 

SIXTH — There may have been more visitors or guests, which would result 
in more cooking, more lighting and later lighting.

EIGHTEENTH — The lighting burneis may be dirty or out of adjustment, 
the efficiency of the gas thereby reduced, necessitating the use of a larger 
quantity to get the same results. 

NINETEENTH — The installation of cheap and improperly constructed bur- 
ners, installed under the temptation of lower prices, but not as economical as 
high priced ones. 

If you cannot account fui the increase by any of the above reasons perhaps 
there are some others that you can think of. The gas company has no control 
Over the size of the gas bills.

A FICHT IN 
THE CLOUDS

Interlnkeu la a good central potnt 
for tourist* to make short trips visit- 
Ing Swiss places of Interest PertUlp* 
the most Interesting of nil these trips 
Is to take a train at Interlaken for 
Grlndelwnld. thence tip the steep side 
of a mountain to Scheldegg. 

When I made this trip the mllwtiy 
from So held egg to tlie top of tho Jung- 
frau was Just begun. In the car n» 
cendlng from Grlndelwnld was a young 
American with two guides who was 
Intending to ascend the Jungfrau from 
8cheklegg. He was a quiet. Inof- 
fensive fellow, hut tho fact that ho 
carried an Ice ax Indicated that he vim 
a climber. A Frenchman with n wn»- 
ed mustache nisi a goatee proisirt loc- 
ate! y small seemed disposed to guy hlta 
Webster, the American, kept Ills tenv 
per, but, being quicker at repartee, got 
the better of him nnd set the car 
laughing at hlin. This made tho 
Frenchman, whoso nnme was Du 
Pierre, angry, and ho Insulted We lister. 
Since they were sitting opposite each 
other Webster reached forth hls hand 
and Rlnpped the otJteTs cheek. 

Every one expected a fight, but. stnoe 
we were climbing at an angle of some 
thing like forty degrees no one relished 
the prospect of having one. Wo coukl 
not blame Webster for resenting nn 
Insult nt the moment rtither thun hav- 
ing It pass Into something more sert- 
ous. Nevertheless, the affair did pass 
Into something more serious. The 
Frenchman, handing Webster hls card, 
said: 

“This Is no plnce for an altercuttoo.* 
Of course that meant n challenge, 
but when or where tlie end of tlie nf- 
falr would be readied no one knew, 
and few cured. When we reached 
Scheldegg 1, tielng a fellow countryman 
of Webster's, ho called upon me, ask- 
ing me to go to Du Pierre and moke 
an effort to settle the matter. Before 
doing so I leurned from a tnnu who had 
witnessed the frncas In the cur that 
the Frenchman was a celebrated Paris 
duelist I had therefore very little 
hope of securing an adjustment and 
that hoi»e was extinguished as soon os 
I met the Trench man’s representative. 
He Informed me that such uu Insult 
as he hod received unavenged would 
ruin hls reputation ut home. Lie coukl 
not ufford even to accept an apology. 

Webster turned out to he a sheep 
raiser In the heart of tlie Kooky moun- 
tains aud used to high altitudes. He 
directed me to accept Du Pierre's chah 
lenge. By the code Webster was en- 
titled to the choice of weapons and the 
terms of the tight Ho directed roo to 
make the following provisions: One of 
the principals was to go to a point on 
the road u mile down toward Dauter- 
brunnen. the other remaining at Schel- 
degg. Each wns to he armed with u re- 
volver, two chambers loaded. At an 
appointed hour they were to advance 
and begin firing whenever they chose 
to do so.

Du Pierre, who supposed he would

The hall fell on tlie 
road some distance from the American. 

1 now saw tho meaning of Webster’s 
tactics. Having lived In u mountain- 
ous country, tie realized how much 
nearer objects uiqieured through the 
air than they were. Du Pierre had 
supposed lie hud hls enemy within 
range when he was not I could see 
that he wus surprised thut hls shot had 
not tuken effect, but l doubt If he 
knew the reason. 

Webster now hud two shots to blB 
enemy's one. hut showed no sign of 
firing They continued to advance for 
perhu|Hi u hundred feet when Webster 
luddctily mlstd bis weapon.

I liter lowered hls pistol. A spent ball 
struck tilru In the leg. but did uo so 
rtous damage 

TL'ls ended the fight, for the French- 
man had used tioth hls shots, while the 
Amerlcau hud used neither of hls. mid 
the latter hud no Intention of shooting 
nn unarmed enemy. Indeed, he had 
I'nnned the uffulr to result exactly as 
it bud resulted Handing hls weapon 
to me. he walk,-d np the road, lifted hls 
bat as be pushed Du Pierre and pro- 
ceeded to the station. An hour later, 
with hls guide*, be started for the sum- 
mit of the Jungfrau and made the 
first successful ascent of that s o * s o n. 
As for the Frenchman, be went back 
to Parts disgusted with Americans sod 
vhat be called their Yankee tricks

FEED CHICKENS FOR MARKET 

Proper Ration* Alwaya Improve Table 

dualities of Fowls and Thereby 
Increase Profits.

It ts surely a good stroke of busi- 
ness to Boll feed at the prtco of fat 
poultry, and that 1 b what you wll. do 
with every additional hit cu food swal- 
lowed by the chickens Jus* now, if you 
are feeding them properly. 

Proper feeding always improves the 
tuble qualities of the fowls, making 
the meat more tender and Juicy and 
of liner llavor. 

There Is always a greater domand, 
and consequently a better price for a 
nice fat fowl than for a lean one, es- 
pecially In dressed poultry. You thus 
moke a gain In the price per pound as 
well os In the number of pounds, by 
fattening your poultry before you put 
It on the market. 

The fowla to be fattened should be 
taken away from the rest of tbe flock 
and put In a warm, comfortable room

that Is both small and dark In these 
conditions they will spend most of , 
their time on the roost and grow fat 
rapidly. Dy moving about and exer- 
cising they would work off most of 
the fat 

Lighten the pen at feeding time and 
be sure that they have plenty of fresh 
water to drink after feeding. Deed 
com, barley, oats and buckwheat 
mixed together or separately, with 
sklm-mllk. 

Mix a little charcoal, sulphur and 
red pepper, or some good poultry con- 
dition powder with the meal. This 
Is on advantage, as It keeps the fowls | 
healthy and in good appetite 

The milk should be boiled flrst and 
poured hot over the meal, stirring un- 
til the food is stiff and crumbly Some 
poultry feeders round this feed Into 
the shape of pills and cram these In- 
to the crop, but this 1 b repulsive and 
I think not necessary. The fowls 
Bhould be fed five times a day at reg- 
ular Intervals. 

If thlB treatment ts kept up fbr 
three weeks It should add two or three 
pounds to tho weight of the chicken 
In fine. Juicy flesh and bring the top 
price on the market Tbe fattening 
must stop as soon as tbe fowls cease 
to put on fleBh, for they will lose It 
again otherwise. 

GOOD POINTS TO REMEMBER 

When Culling Flocks Discard All 

Those Birds Noticed to Be Hang- 
ing Around Roosting Room. 

Here are some points to remember, 
when culling your flocks for unprofit- 
able specimens: Cull out all such, 
which when entirely through molting 
for several weeks, are noticed to be 1 
hanging around the resting room in 
the morning and all day long, cull out 
•all such with a weak constitution and 
generally sickly uppHarunce. A fowl 
In the fall that shows that It has been 
doing something the previous year Is 
one to select to keep In yonir flock. A 
' fowl with pale colored legs and worn 
! toeuailB was a good luyer last year, 
and the chances are that she will be 
- a profitable hen for at least another 
year. Keep her not only as a layer ! 
but as a breeder. Cull out all «irly 
molters and send tn the market The ' 
latest and quickest molter9 are some 
l of the beet laying hens In your flock 
and will surely be profitable another 
year Keep them, and see to It that 
they are fed well and kept tn a warm 
place when molting late.
